ABOUT OiBBAaKS.—There is a great differ- 


ence in the (juality of cabbages. Some va- 
rieties aro invariably largo and coarse-grain- 
ed, of strong flavor, aud more or less of a 
woody texture when cooked. For market 
purposes tho lurge varieties are more salable 
thau tho small becnuso few persons know 
anything about tho different sorts. A c»U- 
bage is a cobbngo to them, and its value is 
measured by its size, quality not being un- 
derstood or thought of by those who depend 
upon the markets for a supply. 


Tho Early York mid old Early Drumhead 


tire, to our tasto, good sorts for homo use, 
aud will, when woll grown, answer equally 
well for market. 


For lato market sorts iho JlarUehcad Mam- 


moth and lato Drumhead still lend; but when 
one wants a good, flno grained, sweet and 
rich cabbage, the mammoth sorts must bo 
laid aside. 
For cooking, tha Savoy cabbages nro un- 


equalled, aud thoro aro both early and late 
sorts possessingsimilar good qualities. Ihey 
require a richer soil and bettor care than 
other varieties, and do not grow to as largo 
sizo ; but they rnako up for all this in excel- 
lence of flavor and tenderness. 


For pickling, tho rod varieties avo usually 


preferred ; not because they are any better, 
but the deep, rich color adds something to 
theappooruuce of even n dish of pickjedcab-
